W e have &rrther accounts of this de­ 
structive insect.^O i) the James Kiver 
a low miles below this city, on the Pa- 
munky, and on the Rappahannock, we 
hear ofits iavaiteü:..lt has appeared on 
the Northern Neck, (between the Hup 
pshuiinock and Poiomac) where it wa« 
scarcely ever seen before.

Its visitation is dtstressitlg :—also,‘ in the 
neighbuurhood of this cUy. 
Rich land,
